On accou n t of the lax laws regu ­ 
latin g the sale of dru gs an d the lack 
of restriction s on the distribu tion of 
im pu re milk the in fan t popu lation 
is at the mercy of u n scru pu lou s m an ­ 
u factu rers an d dairy men , say s the 
chemist. 
“ We do n ot kn ow an y thin g abou t 
the milk we hav e left at ou r homes 
or the con dition u n der which it is 
produ ced,” Dr. Wiley added. 
“There 
are a thou san d an d on e possibilities 
which might hav e combin ed to make 
w hat n atu re In ten ded for a food thè 
most v irile poison that chemistry can 
produ ce. 
“ 1 hav e fou n d that the foods we 
daily con su me are so frau ght with 
germ life of a harm fu l n atu re that I 
am almost afraid to go to the table. 
The bu tter is pain ted, there is little 
other to be fou n d an y where. Can n ed 
goods are kept y ears an d sold for the 
gen u in e article. 
I speak particu larly 
of con den sed milk. 
If we kn ow an y ­ 
thin g of the fresh milk we get, su re­ 
ly ou r kn owledge is more limited as 
to the produ st that it pu t in can s. 
The Lord in ten ded u s to resort to 
can s on ly to tide u s ov er on e season , 
u n til green fru its cou ld be had again , 
bu t the can n eries don ’t kn ow this. 
There is n o law' requ irin g them to 
stam p the date u pon their goods: if 
they did it w'ou ld kill the sale.” 
Plea of Ma nufa cturers. 
Frau du len t m an u factu rers are con ­ 
tin u ally declarin g tha t they shou ld 
n ot be forced tq tell what their pro­ 
du cts are an d that they ou ght to be 
permitted to sell an y food su bstjtu te 
they desire, so lon g as the su bstitu te 
is n ot in ju riou s. 
They argu e that 
the imitation s are trade n ames. They 
con ten d that “ potted chicken ” has 
become a trade n am e for a compou n d 
of beef or v eal, throu gh y ears of u n ­ 
restricted u se, an d as this v eal is 
ju st as healthfu l as potted chicken 
n o law shou ld in terfere with their 
right to sell it as su ch. 
The same 
con ten tion is made by the m an u fac­ 
tu rers of glu cose an d boiled hickory 
bark “ maple siru p.” “ Mocha” an d 
“J a v a ” coffee packers make the same 
kin d of an argu m en t. 
Aside from the sen timen t of the 
thin g, howev er, pu blic health 
de­ 
man ds, in the belief of ex perts, a la 
bel that shall tell ju st what a man 
u factu red food is made of. 
Dr. W. D. Bigelow, chief of the 
div ision of foods, Un ited States bu 
reau of chemistry , asserts hu n dreds 
of deaths are bein g cau sed by beer 
bein g m an u factu red from glu cose, in 
the man u factu re of which su lphu ris 
acid made from arsen ic bearin g ma 
terial has been employ ed.
